Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant proposes amending the claim to include an enzyme which 
overcomes the rejection under 35 (JSC 112, second paragraph. Applicant argues that the caging group of Barrett et ah 
does not inhibit the enzyme from acting directly on the substrate. With respect to claim 1 applicant argues that the 
composition of Glickman is not in a cell because the cells are lysed or are cell fractions. Applicant further proposes 
amending claim 2 to clarify that the substrate is not attached to a solid support, which would overcome the reference of 
Glickman. Applicant is further requested to clarify the term "associating" in claims 1 and 2 by either pointing to the 
definition in the specification or further defining how the caging group is associated with the substrate. 
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
